The call for papers for the lecture programme to be presented as part of the 
SARL Hamfest on 21 August has resulted in some interesting responses. As 
announced last week the South African Radio League will be launching it’s 
Radio Technology in Action programme on August 21 with a huge Hamfest at 
the National Amateur Radio Centre in Gauteng. 


The lecture programme will focus on three streams: technology, amateur radio in 
action and amateur radio in education. The technology slot focuses on digital, 
satellite and weak signal communication. The aim of the Amateur Radio in 
Action stream is to showcase DXing, Contesting and general operating activity. 
The third stream will be a workshop on taking amateur radio to the youth of 
South Africa. 


“We have already received some interesting synopsis for the technology stream, 
President of the SARL, Graham Harlett, ZS6GJH, said. We look forward to 
receive suggestion for the Amateur Radio in action stream.” The closing date for 
paper proposals is at the end of June.

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


Kobus, ZS6KOB, reported that propagation conditions were average mainly due 
to inflow of coronal mass from the sun to the earth. Conditions were reasonable 
from the 25th to the 28th. There may be active periods from the 28th to the 
30th June due to a relatively good sunspot number as well as corona openings 
on the sun’s surface. Use the 20 m band early afternoon to the east and later 
to the north. On Friday the sunspot number was 61,2 as against 62,3 of last 
week. On the 20th june it peaked for a short period to nearly 140. It is expected 
that it will decrease during this week. It is interesting to know that the sunspot 
number was recorded since 1610 by Galileo. Very few sunspots were observed 
between 1645 and 1715, fortunately there were no DX enthusiasts then!. Real 
sunspot documentation was started in 1747 at the Zurich observatory.
